RESIDENTS on 
Barry Island say 
they are becoming 
frustrated at 
constant traffic 
delays. 

Currently, the 
causeway road is one¬ 
way with a traffic light 
system and there are 
also delays on Plymouth 
Road. 

A cheeky notice was 
placed on the approach 
to the temporary traffic 
lights on the way down 
Plymouth Road earlier 
this week. 

The sign read 
‘Guinness World Record 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Council. Longest time 
(then an unprintable 
synonym for ‘messing’) 
about with a junction.’ 

But the Vale Council 
told The GEM this week 
current work on the 


Island was vital because 
of the growth in visitor 
numbers, and the 
council was doing its 
best to minimise 
disruption. 

Island resident and 
coordinator of the Barry 
First Group, Barrie V 
Evans, said road works 
were a “bug bear” for 
residents. 

He said: “At times, it 
is very difficult trying to 
get on or off the Island, 
due to the unnecessary 
alterations to the 
causeway. 

“At a recent traders’ 
meeting, Coun Lis 
Burnett jumped in feet 
first by telling traders 
the new road will not be 
ready until the summer 
of this year.”

Barry businessman’s 
company given hours 
to quit Capitol Centre 


A businessman from Barry 
who has run an e-cigarette 
company successfully at 
the Capitol Centre in 
Cardiff, was given just 
hours to quit. 

Nigel Evans said it would 
force him to make loyal 
employees redundant. 

Mr Evans, who lives on Barry 
Island, told The GEM: “I have 
traded as Sgice electronic 
cigarettes in the Capitol shopping 
centre for almost four years and

have had a very good relationship 
with the centre management and 
customers alike. 

“Around three to four weeks 
ago, the centre was sold to New 
River Retail and I approached the 
management team to ask for new 
terms on my unit, as the lease had 
expired, and I had been told to 
wait for the new company to 
renew my terms. 

“During my time at the centre, 


I have never missed rent 
payments, but had recently not 
been able to get a new invoice to 
pay. 

“After making several requests 
for an invoice, I was eventually 
asked to call to the management 
office on Tuesday, February 23. 

“I was then given a notice to 
quit the premises that same day 
with no explanation.” 

Mr Evans employs two 
members of staff who could now 
be laid off.

T WO years 
ago,Jane 
Hutt AM 
opened the Vale 
Foodbank in St 
Mary’s Church in 
Barry. 

Since then, volunteers 
at St Mary’s have 
provided emergency 
food parcels to support 
1,304 local people in 
crisis, of whom 405 
were children under 16. 

Since opening, our 
centres have distributed 
parcels to feed a total of 
13,179 across the Vale. 

Speaking at the St 
Mary’s opening, the 
Archbishop of Wales, 
Barry Morgan, said: “I 
am glad to be here and 
sad to be here. I am 
glad because it is 
tremendous that in our 
society there are still 
people who care enough 
about others to do 
something practical 
about it and to bring 
food to centres like this. 

“I am sad because 
such a thing ought not to 
be needed. What is it 
about our society where 
people are so desperate 
that they have nowhere 


else to turn to? 

“That’s a reflection on 
all of us, on Britain as a 
society - we are a 
broken society in some 
ways. So alongside my 
pride and gladness is this 
terrible sadness about 
what is happening in our 
society.” 

Two years on, we 
echo the Archbishop’s 
comments. We are glad 
for the wonderful team 
of volunteers who 
sacrifice their time every 
week to help people in 
crisis and glad for all 
those who so generously 
donate food to help us 
keep going. 

But we are sad that 
we are still needed - as 
the Archbishop said, 
unless there is health and 
happiness for everyone, 
there isn’t health and 
happiness for anyone - 
because we are all part 
of the same society. 

So on this birthday, 
there are no celebrations, 
but a great big ‘thank 
you’ to all those who 
help us feed people in 
crisis - we could not do 
it without you.

Dennis Harkus 
wrote to the Vale 
Council about the 
circumstances in 
which Coun Lis 
Burnett asked to 
view CCTV of a 
prank ‘Post-It’ note, 
placed on her car in 
the High Street by 
the Conservative 
Vale Assembly 
candidate, Ross 
England. 

The issue swelled The 
GEM’s mailbag and a 
council official 
responded to Mr Harkus: 

“Coun Burnett was 
allowed access to CCTV 
footage concerning 
specifically her car for a 
specific time slot on the 
day in question. 

“As any member of 


the public can do, she 
made a request in 
writing to that effect to 
the appropriate council 
officer, stating her 
concerns about a 
possible crime being 
committed in connection 
with the incident. 

“She said it was 
possible that it was only 
a prank, but that, 
equally, it might be 
something more serious 
and that her personal 
safety might be at risk. 

“The council officer 
agreed to allow her 
access to CCTV footage 
of her car in 
consideration of those 
concerns. 

“There was no misuse 
and, therefore, no action 
is considered 
necessary. ” 

Mr Harkus wrote to 
The GEM:

A T the Vale 
Council’s 
December 
meeting, much time 
was taken up 
debating two issues 
that had little 
bearing on the 
responsibilities of 
council. 

I have, therefore, 
raised this matter 
mindful of the fact that 
the minutes of this 
meeting are available on 
the council’s website. 

The first issue related 
to the Trade Union Bill, 
asking the UK 
Government to abandon 
it by writing to the 
Prime Minister. Many 
councillors took the 
opportunity to debate the 
motion put forward by 
Couns Stuart Egan 
(cabinet member) and 
Neil Moore (leader) 
subsequent to a recorded 
vote being taken, 
resulting in the motion 
being carried. 

The next matter was 
another motion 
submitted by Coun 
Stuart Egan and Coun 


Elmore expressing their 
serious concerns about 
the TTIP, which is the 
Transatlantic Trade and 
Investment Partnership, 
and is about reducing the 
regulatory barriers to 
trade and big business 
between the EU and 
America. 

This motion was also 
carried expressing the 
council’s concern again, 
strongly supported by 
Labour, Plaid, and some 
independents, while 
Conservatives and some 
independents were 
against. 

Negotiations of this 
nature are dealt with by 
governments on a 
national and 
international scale. 

Local politicians 
prevaricating, 
postulating, and 
grandstanding on issues 
over which they have no 
control, do little to 
inspire the Vale 
community who have 
voted us in to deal with 
local issues.

complaint was the 
potential wrongful use of 
CCTV when a councillor 
was able to identify a 
third party by accessing 
CCTV footage. Her 
reasoning was a Post-It 
sticker on her car 
window gave her 
concern that a possible 
crime had been 
committed and that her 
personal safety might be 
at risk. 

“A council officer 
allowed her access to 
CCTV footage because 
of those concerns: a 
weak line of reasoning, 
which in my view will 
set a precedent for more 
people to seek to watch 
others whose actions 
they may disagree with. 

“The council allowing 
access to CCTV footage, 
‘specifically her car for a 
specific time slot’, does 
not fit with the 
councillor’s public 
statements. She actually 
described the third 
party’s action of walking 
around the block before 
returning. It was not 
specifically about her 
car, she appears to have 
viewed the actions of the 
other person for several 
minutes. 

“The councillor is 
quoted in the press 
saying she saw the 
CCTV footage, but on 
social media the 


councillor stated she ‘did 
not review the footage’. 
The council’s response 
to my complaint is that 
she was allowed access 
to the footage, so we 
now know which version 
of the councillor’s 
conflicting public 
statements was correct. 

“I suggested in my 
complaint that third 
party images (people 
other than the 
councillor) must be 
masked, in order to 
protect identities but that 
point was not addressed 
in the council’s response 
to my complaint. 

“I also asked where I 
can view the council’s 
CCTV policy and 
procedures so they sent a 
copy of the ‘Code of 
Conduct on CCTV’, 
agreed between the 
council and the police. 

“There was no 
response with regard to 
when the council itself 
approved the Code of 
Conduct. 

“I remain concerned 
that councillors, or any 
member of the general 
public, are allowed to 
view street CCTV of 
others whose actions 
they may disapprove of 
by offering such fragile 
reasoning. 

“If one suspects a 
crime - go to the 
police.” 


Closure of Barry 
Crown Post Office 


T a meeting of 
Barry Town 
Council on 
February 22 the 
council unanimously 
agreed to condemn 
proposals to close the 
Crown Post Office on 
Holton Road, Barry.

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‘Port Road layout a 
very poor design’ 


1 LIVE in Rhoose 
and work in 
Cardiff and I 
use Port Road 
during my 
commute by both 
car and bicycle. 

I have been watching 
the long and expensive 
regeneration of Port 
Road and, unfortunately, 
I think the layout is a 
very poor design and a 
complete waste of tax 
payers’ money. 

I travel this route 
every day and I have yet 
to see a bus taking 
advantage of the bus 
lane. The traffic queues 
going out of Barry 
towards the roundabout 
are much worse than 
before the 
‘improvements’. 

Traffic used to sort 
itself out into left and 
right along the wide 
road, but this is no 
longer possible. Drivers 
can only take a left or 
right position as they hit 
the roundabout. 

As for a cycle lane, 
the road was wide 
enough for a simple 


solid white line to be 
painted the entire length 
of Port Road and 
Wenvoe Road, a couple 
of feet out from the 
kerb. Instead, we have a 
very expensive path that 
forces cyclists to give 
way at every junction 
and driveway and the 
path swaps from one 
side of the road to the 
other. 

While cycling, I can 
reach speeds of up to 30 
mph on some stretches 
of Wenvoe Road. This 
will be impossible using 
the new path, as I could 
get hit by someone 
pulling out of their 
drive, or from a junction 
that gives way to the 
road, but not the path. 

I’m sure drivers do 
not want cyclists coming 
off the path in front of 
them to avoid the 
driveways, or to 
navigate a roundabout, 
or to cross to the other 
side of the road - and 
then back again, just to 
use these paths.

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Council’s ‘no go’ 
as local MP bids 
to hold surgery 
in a beach hut! 



Vale MP Alun Cairns has been stopped from 
holding a surgery in one of Barry Island’s beach huts. 


LOCAL MP Alun 
Cairns described a 
bid by the Vale 
Council to stop him 
using a beach hut 
on Barry Island for 
a surgery as 
“ridiculous”. 

But the Vale Council 
insists the huts are for 
members of the general 
public - and that it is 
stated in the ‘rental 
policy’. 

Mr Cairns told The 
GEM that he attempted 
to book a Saturday 
morning surgery for 
local constituents in a 
beach hut, but the 
council had refused 



saying his request was 
“commercial”. 

Mr Cairns said: “The 
beach huts are barely 
being used and I wanted 
to meet residents on 
Barry Island in a venue 
that was accessible 
whilst at the same time 
to draw attention to the 
possible different uses 
for a beach hut. 

“I am very 
disappointed that my 
bid was blocked on such 
weak reasoning.” 

Mr Cairns has 


organised a surgery for 
this Saturday, March 5, 
in McDonalds, Barry 
from 10am to 12pm. 

A Vale spokesman 
responded: “The 
booking was declined as 
the beach huts are 
normally available only 
for use by members of 
the public. 

“This is made clear in 
the rental policy which 
is available online and 
states 'the huts are not 
for rent by charities, 
organisations, traders, 
schools etc unless it is a 
pre-planned commercial 
week’ 


Summer finish on 
Island road should 
ease frustrations

Mr Evans continued: 
“At a meeting in 2014 
at the community centre 
she told us all that the 
new road would be 
open by April last year. 

“On Tuesday night 
last week I was in a 
stream of traffic 
heading off the island, 
but while the lights 
were showing green an 
ambulance was waiting 
at the Ship Hotel with 
its blue lights flashing. 

“I immediately halted 
my car at the green light 
to the dismay of the 
drivers behind me. They 
either did not see the 
ambulance or did not 
care. 

“I flashed my 
headlights to let the 
crew know I was 
wanting to let them 
through and they came 
forward and flashed 
their lights to show 
recognition of my 
actions. 

“The drivers in the 
queue behind me 
seemed unhappy or 
impatient at my what I 
was doing because one 
or two of them blasted 
their horns at me. 

“I fear the situation 
could end up with 
serious problems for the 
emergency services - 
only having one lane off 
or on to the Island due 
to these badly planned 
road alterations.” 

CONSORTIUM

He said: “It represents a large 
part of my income. I am a small 
company and it will cause me 
and my family great financial 
difficulty.” 

Fortunately, Mr Evans does 
have another retail outlet in 
Queens Arcade in Cardiff so he 
can keep trading. 

He explained: “My main 
concern is that the goodwill I 
have built up over the past three 
and a half years with my 
customers is being taken away 
from me as they’ve said that 1 
can’t even place a sign in the 
empty store telling my 
customers that I have moved 
out.” 

Mr Evans questioned whether 
large companies care enough 
about small retailers trying to 
make a living. 

“The centre currently has a 
large number of empty 
premises - over 50 per cent - 
and the decision to ask me to 
leave makes no sense as I am 
one of the busiest retailers on 
the premises bringing a large 
number of customers to the 
centre on a daily basis. 


“I have put the matter in the 
hands of my solicitor but it does 
seem that with the agreement I 
have, I will at most have one 
week to move out.” 

REVIEW 

Mr Evans updated The GEM 
so say he understands he must 
leave on Friday, March 4. 

The Glamorgan GEM put 
three questions to NewRiver 
Retail. 

Is it fair to ask a trader to 
leave within hours? The essence 
of capitalism is competition: 
why can't NewRiver Retail 
allow two similar retailers in the 
same way it might have two 
fashion shops? Do you believe 
you have treated Mr Evans 
fairly? 

A spokesman for NewRiver 
Retail, who acquired the Capitol 
Shopping Centre in January as 
part of a major shopping centre 
portfolio which includes other 
centres in Wakefield and 
Darlington, said: “We are 
delighted to have acquired this 
fantastic centre and have some 
exciting plans for the Capitol 
Shopping Centre which will 
involve a multi-million pound 


investment going forward to 
help regenerate the centre for 
the long-term. 

“However, our first step 
following acquisition was to 
review and regularise the 
tenancy agreements that we 
inherited from the previous 
owners. 

“In the case of Sgice 
Electronic Cigarettes, there was 
only a temporary licence in 
place, the nature of which 
equates to minimal rent being 
paid, and entirely flexible terms 
for both sides, including the 
ability for both parties to 
terminate with immediate effect. 

“The owner of Sgice has 
been able to benefit from this 
flexible temporary licence and 
low concession for a 
considerable period of time. 

“ Our objective for the 
Capitol Shopping Centre is to 
achieve an attractive mix of 
retailers for our shoppers and in 
turn that includes minimising 
duplicate offers. We are 
presently in discussions with 
new retail offers that meet that 
goal. We wish Mr Evans all the 
best for his future ventures.” 


in the summer, but 
couldn’t be told exactly 
when because the work 
was being done by the 
consortium. 

“But is that the early 
part of the summer? 
Later in the summer? 

Or an Indian summer in 
October?” 

Coun Lis Burnett, the 
Vale cabinet member 
for Regeneration, told 
The GEM that 
previously the new road 
had been scheduled for 
another two years time. 

“Construction of the 
new Barry Island link 
was originally due to be 
completed in 2018. 
However, the 
intervention of the Vale 
Council resulted in an 
innovative loan 
agreement being 
reached between Welsh 
Government and the 
Barry Waterfront 
Consortium, and 
construction began in 
2014. 

“The new road is 
being built by the 
consortium and the 
responsibility for its 
delivery rests with 
them. Nevertheless the 
council is conscious 
that as visitor numbers 
to the resort continue to 
grow the need for 
improved transport 
links is as great as ever. 

“This is why we have 
been in regular contact 


with the consortium 
throughout the project 
and have worked to 
ensure there are no 
unnecessary delays, and 
that any disruption to 
residents and visitors is 
kept to an absolute 
minimum. 

“At the same time as 
the construction of the 
new road has 
progressed, the council 
has begun work to put 
in place a number of 
new measures to 
improve access to the 
Island in general. 

“These include the 
new road layout and car 
parking arrangements 
that eliminated the 
congestion issues that 
have previously 
frustrated visitors, and 
the cycle and foot path 
across the harbour that 
will be completed this 
spring and will provide 
yet another alternative 
to accessing the Island 
by car.” 

Coun Burnett 
emphasised: 
“Construction of the 
link road itself is now 
well advanced. The 
council will continue to 
work with and 
encourage the 
consortium to ensure 
that the link road will 
be open by the 
summer.” 


Man surprised 
that ‘parking 
ticket’ appeal 
is dealt with 
in north Wales 


A man from Barry 
is mystified as to 
why appeals against 
parking tickets are 
dealt with in north 
Wales. 

Mark Bell’s wife 
received a ticket in 
Richard Street and he 
took the time to go down 
and look at the location, 
noting the lines were 
poor and fading. 

But he was surprised 
the appeal was dealt 
with in north Wales. 

Mr Bell explained: 
“Why, when I submitted 
an appeal against a 
parking ticket my wife 
received in Barry, was it 
was heard by someone 
in north Wales? 

“I appealed against 
my wife's ticket which 
was received in Richards 
Street because I felt that 
the signs and lines 
indicating where you can 
and can't park were not 
clearly marked and 
require maintenance. 

“Does the office in 
north Wales contact 
someone in the Vale 
Council to investigate 
any appeals or are they 
purely rejected straight 
away?” 

Mr Bell said he sent 
the appeal letter to arrive 


in north Wales by the 
Monday morning, and 
had received a 
‘dismissal’ of it by 
Thursday morning. This 
made him wonder how 
much investigation had 
gone in to his appeal. 

He added: “Surely 
someone from the 
council should be 
looking at appeals where 
they could actually visit 
the relevant street and 
decide if there are 
maybe justifiable 
grounds not to have 
issued the ticket?”

Council delivers its Civil 
Parking Enforcement 
service in partnership 
with Bridgend County 
Borough Council. Like

Barry Town

AT a meeting held on 
December 14, the 
Barry Town Council 
resolved to write to 
all of the Welsh 
Ministers of the 
European 

Parliament, the First 
Minister, the Welsh 
Government, UK 
Government, local 
Assembly Members 
and the local MP to 
raise serious concerns 
about the impact of 
the Transatlantic 
Trade and 
Investment 
Partnership (TTIP) 
on local authorities 
and the secrecy of the 
negotiating process. 

The Town Council 
also called for an 
impact assessment on 
how TTIP will affect 
Wales. 

The council also 
resolved that a letter 
be sent to Welsh 
Local Government 
Association and One 
Voice Wales to raise 
the council’s concerns 
about the impact of 
TTIP on all levels of 
governance in Wales 
and ask them to raise 
these with 


government on our 
behalf. 

A spokeswoman 
explained: “The aim 
of the TTIP is to 
broker a major trade 
deal between the 
European Union and 
United States of 
America, but Barry 
Town Council is 
concerned that any 
negotiations on this 
must raise food, 
environmental and 
labour standards, 
which are higher in 
the European Union 
than in the US, and 
not reduce them to 
the levels in the US. 

“It is also felt that

COMMUNITY 
SPIRIT is coming 
to the fore in 
Rhoose where, 
despite defeat in a 
hard-fought 
campaign to retain 
a council-run 
library, volunteers 
are signing up to 
make sure the 
village does not lose 
the service 
altogether. 

Locals at a well- 
attended meeting 
discussed plans for the 
community to take up 
the running of the 
library from May 31 
when the Vale Council 
withdraws professional 
support. 

Volunteers are needed 
to take over the day-to- 
day running of the 
service and a number of 
other roles including 
fundraising. The 
council has pledged 
some financial and 
training support. 

The Save Rhoose 
Library group has 
campaigned since 2014 
to retain the library as a 
council-led service, 
engaging barristers last 
year to take the battle to 
court. A final appeal on 
the initial ruling in 
favour of the council is 
still pending, a 
spokesperson reports. 

In the meantime, 
campaigners say they 
have no choice but to 
act on the situation that 
presents itself and plan 
for a community library 
in Rhoose. 

Adam Riley of the 
Save Rhoose Library 
group said: “None of us 
want to become 
volunteers but the 
council has left us with 
no choice. Either we do 
this or the library closes. 
I’d rather have a 
volunteer library than a 
closed one. 

“The success of the 
community library will 
depend on how the local 
people support it so I’d 
encourage everyone 
who cares to get 
involved in any way 
they can.” 

Reacting to the 
council decision, Adam 
said: “I’m pretty sore 
about this outcome, 
although it was 
completely expected. I 
feel angry that Rhoose 
has been treated as 
second best to other 
areas of similar size. 
This needs to stop now. 

“The community 
needs a general group to 


step up and campaign 
for a better deal for 
Rhoose across all areas, 
not just a single issue 
group like ours. 

“It’s time for Rhoose 
people to get more 
involved across the 
board to get what we all 
want - a fair deal for 
Rhoose.”

ICONIC SCULPTURES PLAN 
FOR THE HERITAGE COAST 


CREATIVE Rural Communities (CRC) 
has commissioned artist Howard Bowcott 
to create four new iconic sculptures along 
the Glamorgan Heritage Coast.

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FLY THE FLAG - the Red 

Dragon, that is! SAYS AUTHOR 


FROM the Six Nations to the European 
football finals, the Red Dragon flag of 
Wales will be flying proudly. 

However, the author of a new book on the history 
of the Welsh flag has called on people not to fly the 
Union Jack from which Wales is excluded. 

Author Sion Jobbins believes that for Welsh 
people to fly the Union Jack is to “hoist up the white 
flag and surrender Welsh nationality”. 

His comments appear in a new comprehensive 
history of the iconic Welsh flag published by Y 
Lolfa - the publishers who recently launched little 
Red Dragon flag stickers for motorists to place over 
the Union Jack flag on the newly designed driving 
license. 

“Flying the Union Jack means always, in the final 
analysis, deferring to Westminster and airbrushing 
Wales from the picture,” said Sion Jobbins. 

“Where we have the Union Flag - such as the 


Olympic Games in a few months’ time, we’ll see 
that Wales is invisible and doesn’t exist. 

“To fly the Union Jack is to agree ultimately that 
our Welshness can only be in the image allowed 
within Westminster rule and sensibilities.” 

The book details the story behind one of the 
world’s most distinctive flags and Wales’s greatest 
symbol. Jobbins also makes some very interesting 
discoveries. Readers may be surprised to know that 
the popular flag was only made the official flag of 
Wales in 1959. 

Jobbins recalls campaigns to have the Welsh flag 
recognised had included local nationalist activists 
and Bangor students climbing up the flag pole on 
Caernarfon Castle’s Eagle Tower on St David’s Day 
in 1932 to tear down the Union Jack. 

The vast majority of Welsh people may also be 
unaware that the official flag of Wales in the 1950s 
was not the one they now know and love. Rather, it 
was the Welsh Office design which was the official 


flag. It was only following a mass campaign led by 
the Eisteddfod Gorsedd in 1958 that the UK cabinet 
decided in 1959 that the familiar and popular flag 
would, at last, be the official symbol. 

Jobbins also suggests May 28 should be the ‘Flag 
Day’ of the Red Dragon, as it was on this day in 
1865 that the first recorded flying of the flag in its 
modern incarnation was made. The flag was flown 
aboard the Mimosa ship as it sailed from Liverpool 
with the first settlers for the Welsh colony in 
Patagonia. 

Sion Jobbins was bom in Zambia and raised in 
Cardiff and is also the author of the popular book 
The Welsh National Anthem: its Story, its Meaning; 
also published by Y Lolfa. 

The Red Dragon - The Story of the Welsh Flag is 
full of photographs, cuttings and illustrations and 
sure to appeal to both visitors to Wales and locals 
alike and is by Sion Jobbins (£3.99, Y Lolfa), 
available now from all good bookshops.

THE State Pension is a regular 
payment from the government 
most of us can claim when we 
reach State Pension age. It is 
part of the National Insurance 
system. 

On 6 April 2016, the new State Pension 
will be introduced for women born on or 
after 6 April 1953, and men born on or 
after 6 April 1951. The new State Pension 
system will make State Pensions less 
complicated in the future. 

If you were born before these dates, 
you'll continue to receive your State 
Pension under the current system, even if 
you defer claiming it. 

State Pension ages are also changing. By 
2018, women's State Pension age will rise 
to 65, and by 2020 both men's and 
women's State Pension age will have 
increased to 66. By 2028, both men's and 
women's State Pension age will have 
increased to 67. You can check yours by 
searching for'State Pension age calculator' 
on GOV.UK. 

HOW MUCH STATE 
PENSION WILL I GET? 

This will depend on your National 
Insurance (Nl) record so not everyone will 
get the same amount. You'll normally need 
at least 10 qualifying years to get any new 
State Pension. These can be from before or 
after 6 April 2016, and don't have to be ten 
years in a row. 

For most people, each extra year added 
to their National Insurance record from 
April 2016 will add 1 /35th of £155.65 (the 
2016/17 rate) to their future new State 
Pension, until they reach State Pension age 
or the full rate. 

No one who qualifies for the new State 
Pension should get less than they would 
have received under the old system, based 
on their own contributions to April 2016. 

WHAT IF YOU ARE OR WERE IN A 
'CONTRACTED-OUT' PRIVATE 
PENSION SCHEME? 

If you are or were in a salary-related 
pension scheme at work (for example, 

'final salary'or'career average'), or you 
were in another type of pension scheme at 
work before April 2012, you are likely to 
have been'contracted-out'of the 
Additional State Pension (this is part of the 
current State Pension system). Some 
stakeholder and personal pension 
schemes were also'contracted-out'. 

If you have been contracted-out of the 
Additional State Pension this means you 
paid less into the Nl system and built up

some private pension instead to replace 
part of your State Pension. The lower Nl 
you (and your employer) paid to the State 
at that time, reflected the fact that you 
opted out of some of the State Pension. 
Your private pension should include an 
amount that, in most cases, will be at least 
equivalent to the Additional State Pension 
you contracted-out of. The actual amount 
you'll receive from your contracted-out 
pension scheme will depend on the 
scheme. 

HOW CAN I INCREASE 
MY STATE PENSION? 

You may be able to increase your new 
State Pension if: 

• You can pay voluntary contributions to 
fill gaps you may have for recent years on 
your Nl record. Check your position before 
you do this to ensure you can benefit. 

• You are working and paying Nl 
contributions. 

• You choose to defer claiming your new 
State Pension when you reach State 
Pension age. Not everyone can defer - 
please check whether you are eligible. 

• You receive Nl credits which can help 
fill gaps in your Nl record. 

NATIONAL INSURANCE CREDITS 
THAT YOU MIGHT GET 

You can get credits in various 
circumstances which might include: 

• Caring for one or more disabled 
people, for at least 20 hours a week. 

• Receiving certain benefits, such as 
Jobseeker's Allowance, Employment and 
Support Allowance or Carer's Allowance. 

• Caring for a grandchild or other family 
member under age 12.

(Paddington 
notwithstanding) offers 
up her best performance 
in a while as a DA 
caught between doing 


what is right and what 
suits the needs of the 
greater good. 

Where it falls short is 
in its lack of real 
power; while there is 
meat on the bones of 
this story, it’s hard to 
swallow with any real 
conviction, no matter 
how well-acted, while 
the distraction of the 
two timelines 
sometimes isn’t clear 
enough in its execution. 

However, Secret In 
Their Eyes still a more 
than solid thriller that, 
while not a patch on its 
foreign cousin, will 
keep you engaged until 
its neat finale.

T HE much- 
vaunted 
‘Hollywood 
remake’ of foreign 
language films 
continues apace, 
seemingly as those 
films made away 
from the glare of 
Tinseltown manage 
to be more 
inventive, original 
and un-reliant on 
brands and 
franchises as those 
made by the big 
studios. 

The latest film to 
find its roots in 
overseas source 
material is Secret In 
Their Eyes, a remake of 
the 2009 Argentinian 
film The Secret In Their 
Eyes (note the wholly 
necessary removal of 
the word ‘The’ from the 
title) that won an Oscar 
for best foreign 
language film. 

It tells the story of 
Ray Kasten (Chiwetel 
Ejiofor), an agent 
investigating the 
activities of a mosque 
in post 9/11 America; 
when the body of young 
girl is found in a 


dumpster near the 
mosque, it turns out to 
be the daughter of his 
co-worker Jessica (Julia 
Roberts). 

Determined to go 
after the man he thinks 
is responsible, Ray 
finds lips sealed about 
the suspect, and has to 
try and win the support 
of a DA, Claire (Nicole 
Kidman) to solve the 
murder... 

Given its cast, 
pedigree (this is film 
from writer/director 
Billy Ray, who has 
received several 
nominations for work 
such as Shattered Glass, 
Breach and Captain 
Phillips), hard-hitting 
subject matter and 
release date, Secret In 
Their Eyes would be 
something discussed in 
awards circles. 

That the buzz around 
the film was non¬ 
existent may lead you 
to believe that the film 
is something of a damp 
squib, but while it is a 
film that’s slow-paced 
and slow-burning, it’s 
also a more than 
competent thriller that, 
without having seen the 
original, pulls you one 
way and then another 


before its devastating 
climax. 

Ray’s experience in 
serious material is the 
solid foundations here. 
It’s shot through with a 
dark sense of 
foreboding from the off, 
and the technique of the 
story veering between 
2002 and the present- 
day is one that, 
although occasionally 
distracting, manages to 
grant weight to both 
stories being told. 

The story veers away 
from the Argentinian 
original (which itself 
was adapted from a 
novel) in set-up, thus 
distancing itself from 
something that was so 
well-received initially, 
but carries over certain 
elements, most 
explicitly a sequence set 
in a baseball stadium 
that doesn’t have a hope 
of trumping the 
original, but instead 
plays out grittily and far 
more subdued, a 
statement which could 
be applied to the film as 
a whole. 

Using the war on 
terror as a subtext, and 
its 2002 setting, the 
film posits a world 
where information is

Ndari, headmaster of 
Chisi School and Joy 
Mwandama of YODEP 
(Youth for Development 
and Productivity). 

“These links will 
spearhead the proposed 
schools volunteer 
programme. 
Furthermore, River 
Africa agreed in 
principal to pay school 
fees for 42 pupils of 
Chisi School. 

“River Africa has also 
been very grateful for 
fundraising opportunities 
presented to its 
volunteers by Sally 
Fisher the community 
champion at Tesco 
Penarth. 

“It goes without

Official opening of Welsh 
medium school in Barry

“The new building offers many practical 
improvements that have enhanced the learning 
experience.

GRANDEUR is not 
an adjective that 
you might associate 
with Penarth, but 

Penarth History 
Tour, a book by 
David Ings, makes 
a convincing case. 

For a Penarthian, 
or perhaps someone 
who has developed a 
strong affection for the 
area, this volume of 
photographs past and 
present, is a quick guide 
to the town’s 
development. 

The book covers the 
all major locations in the 
town. 

Mr Ings, who lived in 
Penarth for the first 25 
years of his life and has 
moved the short distance 
to live in Cardiff, often 
includes a page with a 
‘then’ and ‘now’ image - 
and there are helpful 
explanatory comments. 

Mr Ings points out: 
“Penarth boasts some 
fine examples of 
Victorian and Edwardian 
architecture from the 
town’s heyday in the 
nineteenth and early 
twentieth centuries, 
when it was fondly 
referred to as ‘the garden 
by the sea’.” 

Images of the town 
centre - ‘Bank Corner’ 
and ‘Windsor Road 
Shops’ - in the early part 
of the 20th century 
demonstrate Penarth’s 
early grandeur. 

One of the town’s 
tragedies was the 
Esplanade Hotel 
(number 22 in this 
fiistory tour) being 
destroyed by fire in 
1976. In its pomp, it had 
a restaurant, a cafe and 


ornamental gardens. It 
was a base for the 
Barbarians who used to 
play Penarth Rugby 
Club every Good Friday.

B EFORE the clash with Les 

Bleus at Cardiff’s Principality 
Stadium on Friday evening, 
Wales’ head coach Warren Gatland 
observed: “The reason there’s not much 
(French) flair any more is not because 
they haven’t got the players, it’s that teams 
are defensively so organised. There’s just 
no space on the field. Teams are being 
shut down... That’s what has happened to 
the game.” 

There in a nutshell, is both the problem and 
the challenge that has bedevilled this year’s 
lack-lustre Six Nations - with only two more 
rounds to go for teams to find a solution to the 
current impasse. 

Gatland’s frank assessment goes to the heart 
of concerns by rugby union purists who regret 
that in a professional, win-at-all-costs age, it 
has become less an expression of individual 
and collective skills than 80 minutes of grim 
attrition, in which ‘physicality’ is prized above 
flair - and any notion of spectator enjoyment 
is purely incidental. 

Nowadays, aggressive-defence is king, with a 
language of its own: Accepted buzz words are 
‘big hits’, ‘collision dominance’ and ‘clearing- 
out’ (more often a euphemism for ‘ taking out’ - 
ie blatantly tackling an opponent without the 
ball, contrary to the basic laws of the game 
though no longer recognised as such!) 

Ironically, Gatland’s comments could just as 
easily be applied to Wales itself - for the 
national team’s successful revival after nearly 
two decades in the doldrums, since the tough 
Kiwi took over in 2008, has been founded on 
resolute, full-blooded defence - masterminded 
by his equally blunt-speaking ex rugby league 
comrade-in-arms, Shaun Edwards. 

In this respect, the adoption of what many 
see as essentially a rugby league-type template, 
has served Wales well - at least in the northern 
hemisphere - honing onetime international 
whipping boys feared by no-one, into a 
superbly-fit, formidable defensive force, 
capable of holding their own in any physical 
head-to-head, and well able to “shut teams 


down” - as was shown again in the 19-10 win 
over France. 

The problem, though, is that all too often 
this has proved to be not quite enough, with 
equally-committed defences cancelling each 
other out and, in the case of Wales, 
highlighting serious shortcomings in that other 
vital part of the rugby equation - skilful 
attacking play. 

In fairness, the Welsh camp do appear to be 
seeking a way out of the defensive stranglehold 
that is choking the running game, with 
Gatland hinting before Friday’s match at a 
more expansive approach: “With the roof 
closed we want to go out and play some rugby, 
and I think that France will want to do the same 
thing, too, so hopefully it will be a great 
spectacle”, he said. 

This hope was dealt an immediate blow 
when the stadium’s retractable roof refused to 
retract, leaving it open to the night sky - but at 
least the chilly air seemed to spur his 
notoriously slow-starting team, with Wales 
immediately taking the initiative and putting 
the Gallic visitors under early pressure. 

The usually immaculate Dan Biggar for once 
failed to land the resultant penalty from 22 
metres, but made amends with a second 
attempt after France too had failed to go- 
ahead when Wales were penalised. 

Minutes later, Biggar made it 6-0 with 
another penalty, which sparked a period of 
intense French pressure that won a penalty, to 
make the score 6-3 - but then a dour, error- 
filled first half was suddenly lit up with a 
scorching break half the length of the field by 
impressive scrum half Gareth Davies, that took 
him clean through the defence, and almost to 
the try line. 

With five team mates lined up outside him, 
he unaccountably choose to kick ahead rather 
than simply offload, and what could well have 
been hailed as the try of the championship 


sadly, fizzled away to nothing. 

This, and sustained Welsh pressure that 
sadly saw more chances lost, and crucial points 
going begging under the shadow of the French 
posts, summed up a frustrating first half that 
did little to excite the 74,160 spectators 
huddled in the stadium on a cold February 
night in Cardiff. 

They could only hope for better fare to cheer 
after the changeover and, indeed, the Welsh 
team did come out with renewed vigour, 
reaping dividends at both the set-piece and 
breakdown, where skipper Sam Warburton 
revelled in being restored to his favoured open 
side role. 

It saw Biggar step up once more to perform 
his now familiar place-kick ritual and pop over 
a third penalty to make the score 9-3. 

Three minutes later, the margin widened to a 
commanding 16-3 lead in almost comical 
fashion when George North, now happily 
returning to form, broke through. In his over¬ 
eagerness to get his name on the score sheet, he 
failed to connect with a wild hack at the ball, 
which then bounced back to him off a 
defender, and he simply had to dive over for a 
touchdown near the posts, which Biggar 
nonchalantly converted. 

To the French team’s credit, they were 
immediately galvanised into action as they saw 
any slim chance of a Grand Slam gradually 
slipping away, and the heroic Wales defence 
was severely tested under an increasingly 
desperate onslaught - defending scrum after 
scrum yards from their line, which saw them 
bend but not break. 

Then it was all hands to the pump, as wave 
after wave of blue shirts pummelled the Welsh 
line, which still refused to yield, until Biggar 
broke the siege with a long clearance to touch, 
before eventually adding a fourth penalty to 
take the game almost out of French reach at 
19-3. 


The latter, though, were not finished yet, and 
launched a final frenzied assault to claim a 
consolation converted try, and make the final 
score-line 19-10. 

The referee’s whistle came as a relief to the 
Welsh camp, who will take what North 
admitted was “an ugly win”, but know they 
will have to up their game substantially at 
Twickenham next week, if they are to derail 
new coach Eddie Jones’ England side, now 
confidently sniffing a Grand Slam after 
defeating the injury-hit Irish on Saturday by 
an almost identical margin - 21-10. 

Already some pundits are smacking their lips 
in anticipation of “a brutal collision” between 
the two - none of which quietens wider 
concerns over the generally low standard of 
rugby displayed so far in this Six Nations 
campaign. 

Without underplaying the importance of 
rugged defence in the modern game, it does 
beg the question - has the pendulum swung 
too far at the expense of refined attacking 
skills, resulting in drab displays and a paucity 
of tries, that have almost become the norm, at 
least in the northern hemisphere? 

What can be done to solve a major 
contributory factor - the inevitable tight 
congestion caused by ever-encroaching 
defensive formations that now stifle open play? 

One suggestion is to widen the pitch, but that 
could prove to be impractical on cost grounds 
alone. Another might be to dispense with the 
use of ‘fresh legs’ on the replacements bench 
and revert to the old system whereby 
substitutes are used only when a player is 
injured on the field. 

An even more drastic solution (dare I suggest 
it?) might be to take a leaf out of rugby league’s 
handbook and cut teams from 15 to 13, to free 
up space and encourage the running game - 
and tries - which, lest we forget, is what rugby 
union is supposed to be about! 

One thing is for sure, it is an issue that needs 
to be addressed, if only for the sake of rugby’s 
(paying) fans who have had to endure 
increasingly drab fare of late. 

It would be interesting to hear GEM readers’ 
thoughts and suggestions on this. 
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
